Not many such witnessei re- 
mained In Ihe park.

But more than one generation 
of people w'ill admlro these 
beautiful trees becousc they are 
carefully tended, os if they are 
venerable people. This year spe-

soli. Special health records of 
each tiee are kepi. Bvery day 
they are subjected to careful 
"medical check-ups”. This ten- 
der care helped tbe trees sur- 
vive Ihe past summer which .was. 
very dry. Muioum staff say 
tbe-oaks will live for more than 
a century.
